the unpleasant news to the tall former Manchester 
United player that he must go. 

Olympic president Jim Petinellis told AUSTRA- 
LIAN SOCCER WEEKLY that Paterson will be 
given a clearance to play anywhere in the world — 
but not in Australia. 

“If he wants to return here, he must be our player 
and, of course, we have to put a price on him,” said 
Petinellis. 

When Steve Paterson signed for Sydney Olympic 
he was given a signing-on fee of only $2,000. 

There are rumours, however, that Olympic would 
demand $20,000 for the player if any other Austra- 
lian club wanted to sign him. 

Steve Paterson’s treatment from a section of the 
Olympic supporters indirectly caused Tommy 
Docherty to leave the club. 

When Paterson refused to take the field for the 
second half of a match against Brisbane City, a 
storm of controversy blew up and the storm did not 
die down until last week when Docherty left Aus- 
tralia. 

According to my information, Paterson is very 
interested in playing professional Soccer in Japan or 
Hong Kong. 

He has been approached by a Japanese club and is 
now negotiating details.

IT’S GREAT to learn that, after all this 
time, the brains of the Australian Soccer 
Federation finally hit on an acceptable com- 
promise to keep the National League going. 

We don’t know if it will work but at least 
the experts have been given the green light 
to formulate their plans. We must keep our 
fingers crossed that they do not louse things 
up. 
One of the strangest developments from 
all the months of arguing is the establish- 
ment of a New South Wales Super League. 

It won’t be called that. Perish the thought. 
After ail, the NSW State Federation was 
responsible for first dreaming up the idea of 
a Super League confined within the borders 
of NSW. And didn’t NSW lose the big battle 
to the National Soccer League ? 

NSW were the losers yet could end up the 
winners. 

If that doesn’t make sense, consider what 
appears likely to happen in 1984. 

The division of the NSL in which NSW 
clubs will be involved could look something 
like :— 

Sydney City, Sydney Olympic, Leichhardt, 
Marconi, St George, Wollongong Wolves, 
Canberra Arrows, Newcastle KB United, 
Croatia, Melita, Blacktown Demons and one 
other Sydney club. 

That is as near — or almost as near — as 
anyone can get to the concept of a Super 
State League. It looks a viable competition 
and should please just about everyone im- 
mediately involved.

Of course, teams in other parts of Au- 
stralia have been treated far differently. 

There will still be regular interstate travel 
for the 12 teams in the other division of the 
new NSL. That costs money, constantly 
increasing as fuel prices cripple the fi- 
nances of air travel. 

Even more serious than travel expen- 
diture is the retention of matches which are 
box office disasters between interstate 
clubs. Brisbane teams cannot attract 
crowds in Melbourne: neither can Adelaide 
teams. 

One is forced to ask the question. . .why 
have the four teams from Queensland and

? itis surely only a cosmetic concession to 
those clubs.

This is the only way to 
describe the departure from the Australian Soccer scene 
last week of the remarkable Tommy Docherty. 


For years to come The Doc’s controversial escapades during his stay in Australia 
will be talked about wherever Soccer is played and indeed also in many places where 


the game is taboo. 


No doubt his deeds will be magnified out of all proportion, as is the case with all 
colourful and controversial characters. 

The departure of The Doc will be welcomed by some and mourned by many. 

For whatever you may think of Tommy Docherty he is a man who got Soccer into

the headlines during his stay here. 


Always outspoken and 
fearless, he did not suffer 
fools gladly and made no 
secret of it. 

Not for one minute am] 
attempting to paint Tom 

erty as a saint - he’s 
far from it. 

But his prowess and 
ability as one of the 
world’s leading manager- 
coaches speaks for itself 
in his record. 

Tn my opinion, The Doc 
was grossly neglected by 
the people who run Soccer 
in Australia. 

It is this, more than 
anything else, that is the 
biggest tragedy of “Tom- 
ie Docherty’s Australian 

fair.” 

S ie a bust up with 
sydney Olympic — every 
manager-coach worth his 
salt has, and will have, a 
bust up with Olympic! 

But the sad fact is that 
-during all his time here, 
the ASF failed to capital- 
ise on his wealth of ex- 

rience and for me, this 
is inexcusable. 

Let’s recall some of his 
managerial feats.

member his throw away 
lines. For example about 
the press — ere’s a 
lace for them — but they 
ven't dug it yet.”

Corny ? Probably so, 
but the punters love it. 

The Doc is essentially a 
man of the people — some 
Sydney Olympic fans ex- 
cepted of course.

° the National Australian 
Indoor Soccer Federa- 
tion is going from 
strength to strength; 

¢ we will have three Aus- 
tralian teams in US in- 
door titles later this 
year; 

© we are represented in 
all States and the ACT, 
organising indoor 
cer professionally and 
nationally. 

“We have stood aside 
from traditional Soccer 
bodies deliberately,” Mr 
Murray said. 

“We don’t want to get 
embroiled in the usual 
petty jealousies and we 
don’t want indoor Soccer 
run just as a preparation 
— and a very much secon. 
dary basis — to 1l-a-side 
outdoor Soccer. 

“That’s the way indoor 
Soccer has been run in the 
past, ad hoc, a social game 
and generally just a fun 
thing. 

“Now it is well past 
that. It is being played in 
almost every country. The 
Yanks soon realised its 


potential and it is off and 
running.”
